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HOLLAND GROWN TULIPS 


Tulips may be planted from Ist October until January. 
They should be planted 5 to 6 inches deep and 5 to 6 
inches apart. A dressing of bonemeal mixed into the 
depression after digging is beneficial. The bulbs should 
oe lifted every two or three years or they become 
crowded and give small flowers. When the. old flower 
stems are turning yellow, the bulbs may be taken up, 
dried and stored until planting time. Tulips like a place 
in the sun in a rich loamy, well drained soil.

LAWN SEED—Bluegrass, Red creeping  fe'scue, 
Reidtop, Chewings Fescue, Bent or all good deep 
green, permanent turf grasses. Using a mixture 
of these is preferable to a straight sowing of 
eitner. 


SEEDING—Approximately 3 Ibs. per 1000 sq. ft. 
of. of lawn is the recommended rate of sowing. 
Fertilizing before sowing the seed and watering 
afterwards is important. The ground must not be 
permitted to dry out until after the seed is up. 


FERTILIZING—A complete fertilizer such as 
Vertagreen or Vigoro, or an organic fertilizer 
such as Sheep manure should be applied twice 
yearly, Spring and Fall. A heavy watering after 
fertilizing is a good, and sometimes absolutely 
necessary practice. 


WATERING—Early morning waterings are more 
desirable than evening, especially in cases of 
bent or fescue’ lawns which are susceptible to 
lawn  disease’s. Infrequent heavy waterings are 
more beneficial than frequent shallow ones. 


LAWN GRASSES 


The FALL is an ideal time for preparing your lawn and sowing 
grass seed. This is especially true in the case of shady lo- 
cations. By sowing the seed in the FALL you give the grass a 
chance to get started and well rooted when the vitality of 
the surrounding trees is declining.
